Cleveland recently saw n pitched

When A. F. of L. members tried to go 
to work tn f u l f i l l their contract, C. I. 
O. pickets tried to prevent them. 


Pickets from other A. F. of L. unions 


rallied to protect their allies' entrance 
U> the plant. Pickets from other C. 1. 
O. unions rallied to help their allies' 
to prevent it. A thousand men scram- 
bled and fought before the plant gate. 
Mounted ixilicc had to ride in and stop 
the fifiht. 


Widespread Feud 


Elections under the newly upheld 


Wagner Act are aimed at peaceful 
settlement of conflicts like this. And 
the prospect of such friction mounts 
daily as the C. I. O. organization drive 
spreads 
into new fields. 
Increasing 


conflicts are inevitable with A. F. of 
L. unions which have either member- 
ships, contracts, or a claim to jurisdic- 
tion in the industries and plants in- 
volved. 


Every such battle increases the bit- 


terness between the two labor organ- 
isations, and unless more definite lines 
arc drawn to mark out the field of each 
inter-union fights may become com- 
mon than employer-employe disputes 
in the months to come. 


The controversy extends down from 


William Green, A. F. of L. leader, and 
John Lewis, C. I. O. leader, through 
central lalxir bodies in most of the 
large cities, down through union ranks 
to picket line.s and strike negotiations, 
even on down to personal relationships 
between union men. 


Green and Lewis publicly snap at 


each other on all occasions, and the 
organizers under the control of each 
are carrying the feud into every corner 
of the labor movement. 


Lines Tightening 


In the early stages of the Lewis drive, 


the conflict was little felt. The A. F. 
of L. union in steel had been bodily 
taken over by the C. I. O., leaving 
only scattered A. F. of L. members 
in the field. In autos and rubber the 
.same thing happened. But as Lewis 
began to go beyond those industries, 
the conflict became more definitely 
marked. 


As Lewis goes out to organize 1,000,- 


000 oil industry workers, for instance, 
the A. F. of L. has announced definitc- 
y that it will fight back, and match 
.ewis dollar for dollar and epithet for 
epithet.

The strike of General Motors work- 


ers at Oshawa, Ontario, virtually was 
pushed into the background Thursday 
by the split created in the provincial 
government. 


Premier Mitchell Hepburn, who forc- 


ed the resignation of two cabinet mem- 
bers for disagreeing with him on the 
government's strike policy, was assail- 
ed as a dictator in a resolution adopt- 
ed by United Automobile 
Workers 


union members. 


The resolution urged the Dominion 


of Canada to intervene to settle tho 
strike which involves 3,700 workers. 


Asks U. S. Strike Also 


OSAWA, Ont. —(/P)—The General 


Motors strike here developed Wed- 
nesday night a demand for sympathy 
strikers in United States plants and 
forced the resignation of an Ontario 
cabinet minister who defended the 
Oshawa union. 


Labor Minister David Croll quit at 


the demand of Premier Mitchell Hep- 
burn, who is opposing the John L. 
Lewis labor organization. Hepburn 
asked that Attorney General Arthur 
W. Roebuck also resign. 


ivtayor Alex Hall issued the demand 


that strikes be called in General Mo- 
tors' United States plants -to demon- 
strate loyalty of the labor organization 
to 3,700 union members on strike here. 
He termed his demand an ultimatum 
to test the value of international union 
organization. United States workers 
must strike by Monday or Oshawa 
workers will be advised to abandon 
the union and return to work, Hall 
proclaimed. 


The strike was called last Thursday 


by the United Automobile Workers of 
America, an affiliate of the C. I. O, 
General Motors has refused to negoti- 
ate with C. I. G'. representatives. 


Hepburn charged that Lewis sought 


to become dictator of Canadian indus- 
try and that the C. I. O. had Com- 
munistic affiliations. 


Croll Raps Premier 


The resigning minister, Croll, assail- 


ed this contention and defended the 
Oshawa strikers for "acting within 
their rights as citizens of Canada and 
the empire." 


His letter avowed that Premier Hep- 


burn: "Quarreled with the right of 
these workers (at Oshawa) to join the 
union of their choice. 


"You based your attack upon a con- 


viction that the C. I. O. should not be 
permitted to invade Canada when you 
must have known that agreements had 
been signed by the C. I. O. with the 
Coulter Manufacturing Company of 
Oshawa and the Goodrich Tire Com- 
pany of Kitchener. 


"Indeed, there are today and have 


been for many monthcs some 10,000 
workers in the province of Ontario 
who are members of unions affiliated 
with Ihe C. I. O. Certainly I have ncv- 
r heard until you made it any sug- 
gestion of alliance between the Lewis 
unions and the Communists."

WASHINGTON. — (/P) - The 
house 


passed Wednesday and sent to the sen- 
ate the Petengill bill repealing the 
"long-and-short-haul" clause of the 
Interstate Commerce Act. The 
bill 


would give the railroads, ineffect. op- 
portunity to meet freight rates of water 
and truck carriers on long distance, 
particularly transcontinental, traffic. 


The clause prohibits the charging of 


a lower rate for a long haul than for 
a shorter one on the same route in the 
same direction. 


Representative Rankin (Dem., Miss.), 


an opponent of the bill, forced the vote 
on whether the house would consider 
the measure today. The measure pass- 
ed the house, 215 to 41, last session, 
but did not come up in the senate. To- 
day's vote was 286 to 120. 


Passage came after nearly four hours' 


debate in which proponents contended 
the measure would place the railroads 
on an equality with water and truck 
carriers, which are not governed by 
the clause. Opponents argued it would 
give the railroads power to destroy 
the nation's merchant marine and truck 
lines and to boost rates to intermediate, 
non-ompctitivc points to make up 
losses from rate wars.

Hembree, convicted 
of the street slaying in Hope early 
last fall of Van Derryberry, Sr., 66, 
was sentenced by Judge Dexter Bush 
a few minutes after the jury returnee 
its verdict. 


Hembree's attorney, Steve Carrigan, 


entered a plea of insanity for his client. 
Dr. A. C. Kolb, former superintendent 
of State Hospital for Nervous Diseases, 
and Drs. R. E. Roland, A. C. Davis and 
S. J. Clark of the hospital staff, all 
testified that the slayer was insane. 


Attorney John P. Ve.sey assisted 


Prosecuting Attorney Ned Stewart who 
contended Hembree was a cold blood- 
ed murderer, and killed Derryberry 
because of an argument over a small 
debt.

Thursday after insurgent troops failed 
to break through the steadily-encircl- 
ing government lines. 


The government declared 3,000 in- 


surgents in the suburban stronghold 
had been cut off from supplies of food 
and ammunition. 


Heavy storms were said to have 


halted the fighting hi the Basque 
county in northern Spain, where the 
insurgents, are trying to capture the 
port city of Bilbao.

damaging peace not justified by'the 
situation." 


The censure motion, presented by 


Maj. Clement R. Attlee, Laborite and 
leader of the opposition, called upon 
the House to deplor "the failure of his 
majesty's government to give protec- 
tion to merchant ships on their lawful 
occasions." It was defeated, 345 votes 
to 130. 


Eden contended the debate was 


founded upon misapprehension—that 
Britain could not grant belligerent 
rights to one side without according 
them to both. Early in the Spanish 
conflict, he said, the government side 
declared the insurgent-held ports in 
Spanish Morocco, the Balearic Island 
and the Canary Islands to be a war 
zone—which was accepted by Britain. 
Eden said this was an exact parallel 
with the situation at Bilbao. 


He produced a telegram from the 


shipowners' Parliamenaary Commit- 
tee which said it was not dissatisfied 
with the government's action on the 
Bilbao situation.

" Use of Oxygen Now Is Important Factor in 


Treatment of Pneumonia 


(No. IgfS) 


The use of oxygen in the treatment 


of pneumonia began about 1917, hai 
been greatly elobrated, and is consid- 
ered today one of the important meas- 
ures in the treatment. It is given 
whenever there is an indication that 
the patient is getting insufficient oxy- 
gen in his blood, indicated if he de- 
velops a blue color and a rapid pulse. 
His blood, if examined then, will be 
shown' to be low in the amount of 
oxygen that it contains. Delirium is 
another sign of lack of oxygen. 


Tents have been developed which 


may be placed over patients' beds. In 
many large hospitals there are oxygen 
ro&ttts into which the entire bed may 
be. moved and in which the nurse 
may attend the patient. 


i An oxygen box has been devised 
which may be used in the patient's 
home. Where such facilities are not 
available, oxygen may be supplied 
tbjrough a nasal tube. The oxygen 
given a patient must be carefully reg- 
ufeted, and continued as long as need-

attention to the heart, since it

serious stages of this disease. When 
recovery has begun, the diet i.s ex- 
pounded so as to improve the blood 
and to help build broken-clown tissue. 


Patients with pneumonia must have 


plenty 
of 
water—not 
much 
more, 


however, than two to three quarts a 
day. A patient ordinarily will not 
drink water when he is quite sick, 
unless it is given to him. Under such 
circumstances, the doctor may advise 
giving water with a teaspoon in small 
amounts, frequently. 
Sometimes addi- 


tional water may be given m the form 
of ice water the sick person can hold 
in his mouth, thus supplying Ifuid 
and, at the same time, adding to the 
patient's comfort.

loss of their basic U. T. W. union to the 
C. I. O. 


Freely charging that radicals arc 


in control of the C. I. O. movement, A. 
F. of L. organizers are getting a better 
reception in some southern commun- 
ities than their rivals. 


For instance, in Crystal Springs, 


Mass., the C. I. O. organizer was run 
out of town by vigilantes, but the A. 
F. of L. organizer continues to sign 
up members without interruption. 


Organized Confusion 
• 


On the other hand, the C. I. O. or- 


ganizers have already met consider- 
able success in New England, where 
the chief A. F. of L. effort is an attempt 
to draw to it the influential Machine 
Printers' Beneficial Association, an 
independent union of skilled textile 
printers in Rhode Island. 


Typical conflicts appear in the elec- 


trical industries. Here two unions are 
competing for members, and both are 
doing it more or less on the industrial 
basis. The A. F. of L. Brotherhood of 
Electrical Workers is trying to take 
over the "company union" at Westing- 
house, and the C. I. O. Electrical and 
Radio Workers' Union is demanding 
exclusive bargaining rights for the 
whole Westinghouse organization. 


In either case, what becomes of car- 


penters, teamsters, machinists, truck 
drivers and other organized A. F. of 
L. craft union members in electrical 
and radio plants? 


Thirty-seven A. F. of L. craft unions 


would be affected by any such single 
sindustrial organization in the elec- 
trical industry. 


Meanwhile the C. I. O. electrical

union launches a drive on the 270,000 
employes of the great American Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Co., hitherto 
untouched by union organization. 


In Philadelphia 800 members of the 


A. F. of L. union at the Philadelphia 
Storage Battery Co. transferred over 
bodily to the C. I. O. union, in the 
face of an A. F. of L. contract. But in 
Chicago the A. F. of L. Machinists 
Union signed an exclusive contract 
with Grunow Radio. Confusion could 
scarcely be more complete. 


Disputes in Court 


Many A. F. of L. unions have fol- 


lowed successful C. I. O. policies. For 
instance, the Brotherhood of Carpen- 
ters, traditionally a craft union, and 
now the A. F. of L.'s strongest single 
body, is now extending its membership 
back into the lumber comps and for- 
ward into the furniture 
factories, 


seeming to include everyone who 
handles lumber, from tree to finished 
product. 


It faces internal dissension, especial- 


ly in the Northwest, where many of 
its members arc sympathetic to the C. 
I. O., and might desert in a body. 


When an A. F. of L. union goes over 


bodily to Lewis' C. I. O., there is al- 
ways a row, usually over the union's 
funds, "You can't just walk out of the 
A. F. of L. like that," one organizer 
protested. 


So into tho courts go the disputes 


which follow. In Pittsburgh federal 
court, the A. F. of L. is suing to pre- 
vent the New Kensington local, which 
went over to the C. I. O. from taking 
with it ?27,000 in union funds. 


There are dozens of such disputes 


over funds. In New York, the Operat- 
ing Engineers, an A. F. of L. affiliate, 
went to court to restrain the C. L{O. 
Mine, Mill and Smelter Workers from 
recruiting building engineers by claim- 
ing A. F. of L. sanction. 


With the C. I. O. drive well under 


way in steel, Lewis now branches 
out to take in fabricators of steel. 
And there he runs smack up against 
the A. F. of L.'s strong Bridge, 
Structural and Ornamental Iron Work- 


Union, which 
proclamis itself 


ready to fight every effort to enter'its 
field. Should Lewis' oil industry drive 
extend on to include filling-station 
operators, a field now claimed by the 
A. F. of L., more conflicts would be 
possible there. 


Rejected Both 


The C. I. O. today is in everything 


but name a rival labor federation to 
the A. F. of L. It issues certificates of 
affiliation to its member unions that 
amount to the same thing as A. F. of L. 
charters, and formal C. I. O. charters 
are expected to follow soon. 


Such charters must, of course, de- 


fine the field claimed by the particu- 
lar union, and then there must neces- 
sarily be more conflicts. 


Such inter-union bickering has no 


doubt influenced some workers to 
take a "plague o1 both your houses" 
attitude, as in the case of the Sun 
Shipbuilding workers in Chester, Pa., 
who took a vote and rejected both A. 
F. of L. and C. I. O. unions. 


What will come of the American 


Union of Steelworkers, organized as an 
allegedly independent union from the 
shreds of the company unions decimat- 
ed by the C, I. O. drive is problemat- 
ical. But it is possible that this, too, 
may become an independent union 
which will reject the claims of both 
C. I. O. and A. F. of L. 


Central Labor bodies in towns like 


Cleveland, St. Louis, Birmingham 
Worchester and many% others, have 
been split by the conflict between the 
two national federations. In several 
cases the C. I. O, unions in the city 
resigning or being kicked out of the 
central body, has formed a council ol 
C. I. O. unions which amounts to the 
same thing as a rival central laboi 
union. 


Thus there are in such towns two 


central bodies ready and willing tt 
urnish picket lines to any affiliate.' 
which need them, and affording fresl 
chances for widespread conflict.

gradinn" in the west. This time the 
nation's richest gold mine has been the 
scene of the alleged theft"). 


Roland K. Goddard, U. S. secret ser- 


vice head at Denver, soys under- 
world gossip has it that $2,000.000 worth 
of yellow metal has been stolen from 
the famed Homcstakc mine here and 
whisked to a secret cache. 


Five men arc under arrest and the 


elusive "head man" in the plot, de- 
scribed by Goddnrd as a world-travel- 
ing soldier of fortune, is sought, but 
only $6.500 worth of stolen metal has 
been traced. 


LUtcns lit On Plot 


Homestake officials deny they have 


lost anything lik« J2,000,000. 


But miners' homes in Lead have 


been searched and officers report they 
have discovered .gold hidden in gold 
fish bowls, in coffee cans and other 
rccepaaclcs presumably secreted to be 
sold "when tilings cooled off." 


This was but a trickle of gold dust 


compared to the fortune which men 
of the underworld are said to .have 
plotted to stciil from the high graders, 
then skip to Mexico and hide. God- 
dard 
indicates. 
From Mexico the 


metal might have been shipped back 
to the United States and sold as gold 
mined there. 
* 


Goddard planted a listening device 


in a rooming house and heard men 
plan, he says, to steal the gold from 
the men who had taken it from the 
Momcstake. But ho doubts that as 
much gold as they talked about could 
hove been smuggled from the mine. 


Many Ways to Sneak Out 


Miners might have carried 
gold 


from the mine, however, secreting it 
in their clothing, their lunch pails and 
by other means, to carry to their homes 
and hide. 
Because of the United 


States gold act, prohibiting possession 
of gold and regulating its sale, the 
metal is hard to dispose of. 


This caused the secret service to 


investigate reports that the gold was 
pooled in one cache for shipment to 
Mexico. 


Five men, Goddard reveals, have ad- 


minted they plotted to steal this gold. 
But thus far Goddard has been unable 
to discover the "caho." 


Just how much gold has disap- 


peared, authorities may never know. 
About 514,000.000 worth pusses an- 
nually through the Homestake gates. 


Can't Stop Thefts 


The ore in the Homestake is low 


grade, running from $3 to $7 a ton. 
The best opportunity for the thefts oc- 
cur when a rich vein is struck. In 
the history of the Homestake thi.s had 
happened seldom. But occasionally a 
nugget is found and it is comparatively 
easy for a miner to hide this in his 
cloahin?. 


Nearly every famed mine in the 


west has been the target of high 
graders and 'mining men say it is im- 
possible to stop 'them. 


In the old Cresson mine at Cripple 


Creek, Colo., where the Crcsson "Vug" 
was .struck, a bank vault door was 
placed at the head of the underground 
chamber and armed guards were post- 
ed over it. 
^ The "vug" 
was an underground 


"pocket" of gold and the "pocket" was 
the size of a large room. It yielded 
more than $1,000,000 in gold. 


Miners were tempted to hide a nug- 


get or two in their lunch pail or in 
the cuff of their trousers as they went 
off duty. So some mines installed a 
"change" room, where every miner
